Three races later he was third to Bally 
Ache and Victoria Park in the Preakness, 
and in his next appearance. on Memorial 
Day. he was third to Bally Ache and Tom- 
pion in the Jersey Derby. 

He won the Belmont in 2:29%5. paying

NEWS OR NOT 


Ted's Girl Cathie

To Set the Record Straight 


The revival of the Jersey Derby at 
Garden State Park stirred a number of 
writers to recall the race’s first winner. 
Norfolk. and his sale. Most of the writers 
who mentioned the incident repeated the 
errors which have attached to the story. 

Norfolk. one of the 3 great sons of 
Lexington foaled in 1861 (the others were 
Asteroid and Kentucky). was bred by 
Robert A. Alexander at his Woodburn 
Farm in Woodford county. Kentucky. He 
made his first start at St. Louis on May 
16. and despite the fact that he ran off 


before each heat he scored easy victories 
in both of the one-mile heats. 

The scourge of California racing in 
the early 1860’s was C. H. Bryan’s Lodi. 
1860. by *Yorkshire. Theodore Winters. 
prominent California Turfman. 
searching for a colt to challenge Lodi in 
the 2-mile heat races then popular in 
California. He sent Charles Winters to 
St. Louis in May. 1864. to see R. A. Alex- 
ander and purchase a colt by Lexington 
if possible. 

On May 17. 1864. the day after the 
colt’s impressive debut. Alexander sold 
Norfolk to Winters for $15.001. The 
contemporary authorities for this sale 
are (1) a letter written by R. A. Alex- 
ander on May 17. 1864, to his brother. 
A. J. Alexander. saying. “I have sold my 
horse Norfolk for fifteen thousand and 
one dollars, one more dollar than Lex- 
ington’s price. What think you of this 
sale? *; and (2) Wilkes’ Spirit of 
the Times of May 28. 1864. which report-

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‘Celtic Ash's 


Belmont Stakes 


By WarREN SCHWEDER 


New York. “He'll be better from now 
on,” trainer Tom Barry said of Joseph E. 
O’Connell‘s English-bred *Celtic Ash after 
the Preakness, and those who remembered 
Barry's handing of O’Connell’s *Cavan in 
1958 knew without asking that uppermost 
in his mind was the Belmont Stakes, the 
most testing of the spring classics. 

For the Belmont, Barry produced an 
animal in beautiful racing trim, and the 
strong colt rewarded him with a come- 
from-behind, 514-length victory over Ken- 
tucky Derby winner Venetian Way and 5 
other runners. Following roughly the 
pattern cut by Sword Dancer last year, 
*Celtic Ash next will be pointed for the 
Monmouth Handicap, in which he will 
encounter older horses, and then for the 
Travers Stakes at Saratoga. 

*Celtic Ash had had only 8 races before 
the Belmont, and 3 of these were in the 
fall of his 2-year-old season. He wintered 
in South Carolina, and made his first start 
this year approximately 5 weeks before 
the Preakness, in which he was third to 
Bally Ache and Victoria Park, beaten 
nearly 6 lengths. Nine days later, in the 
9-furlong Jersey Derby, he again was third 
to Bally Ache, and this result, while it 
was scarcely pertinent for predicting per- 
formance at 115 miles, dulled the enthusi- 
asm which had been provoked by his ap- 
pearance and performance at Pimlico. 
Even Barry remarked that the colt could 
not be compared to *Cavan. 

Favored for the Belmont was C. V. 
Whitney's Tompion, which had lost one 
shoe and spread another while finishing 
fourth in the Kentucky Derby. He had 
missed the Preakness while resting at his 
owner’s farm at Lexington, and the feeling 
at Belmont Park was that he now would 
show the form which had characterized his 
performances at Santa Anita Park and 
Keeneland. 

Second in preference to the odds-on 
Tompion was Cain Hoy Stable’s Armag- 
eddon colt Tooth and Nail. which, like 
another Cain Hoy runner. Bald Eagle. had 
raced in England at 2. He had won his 
last 4 races. in the most recent of which 
he had scored an 8-length victory over Dis- 
perse at 1,); miles. 

Venetian Way. despite performances far 
below his capabilities at Pimlico and Gar- 
den State Park. was third choice of the 
bettors. and next in order was *Celtic Ash. 
at 84 to 10. - 

The race had lost one of its principal 
attractions when Bally Ache returned from

With Bally Ache sidelined by a windpuff, the 
winner found only mild opposition in the stretch 
drive and scored by 5!/2 lengths. 


a Friday morning workout with a slight 
filling in the ankle of his off fore leg. 
X-rays revealed no injury to the bone. and 
Dr. William Reed said the colt had sus- 
tained nothing more serious than a wind- 
puff. He drained 10 to 12 c. ¢.’s of fluid 
and on Saturday the colt appeared to be 
normal. 


“Dr. Reed said we could race Bally 
Ache if we wanted to.” said one of the 
owners, Joe Arnold, “and that the chances 
were 99 in 100 that he would be all right. 
But it was that one chance we didn’t want 
to take. We'll send him to Chicago. and 
he'll go in the Arlington Classic.” 

Before the race some of the jockeys 
had a game of musical chairs. Eddie 
Arcaro had agreed to ride Disperse for 
King Ranch, but after Disperse took such 
a beating from Tooth and Nail on June 6, 
Arcaro decided he would rather have the 
Cain Hoy colt. whose regular rider. Man- 
uel Yeaza. had been suspended. Trainer 
Max Hirsch released him from the com- 
mitment. but Harry Guggenheim, as a 
friend of Robert Kleberg. said that under 
no conditions would he engage Arcaro. 
Hirsch signed Sam Boulmetis. and Cain 
Hoy trainer W. C. Stephens accepted Eric

Guerin. Since Bill Hartack already had 
left Venetian Way in favor of *Celtic Ash, 
Arearo got the Derby winner. 

The skies were clear and bright for the 
Belmont. the temperature was in the com- 
fortable 70’s, and the contestants were a 
good-looking lot. *Celtic Ash, a strong 
colt of a rich color, had taken off some 
flesh since Pimlico, and was in beautiful 
condition. Venetian Way had put on a few 
pounds, and he looked the better for it. 
Tompion was impressive as usual. 

The C. V. Whitney colt, breaking from 
the outside post. made his intentions 
known at once. With Bill Shoemaker 
urging him, he quickly went to the front, 
then gradually cut toward the rail, opening 
a margin of about 2 lengths near the first 
turn. Arcaro had Venetian Way in second 
place, and *Celtic Ash was where nearly 
everyone thought he would be, in last 
place, running easily under Hartack’s 
tight hold. 

As the field entered the backstretch, 
Venetian Way began to move up on Tom- 
pion. Disperse and Tooth and Nail now 
were in third and fourth place, another 
half-length back. The second quarter, like 
the first. was accomplished in :24. *Celtic 
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“Celtic Ash won easily by

lengths 


from Venetian Way; Disperse third. 


Ash was still in last place, about 8 lengths 
off the leader. 

It was not perceptible from the stands, 
but Shoemaker later said that Tompion 
almost from the start had “jumped and 
propped at every shadow and light he 
saw.” He was on the lead, not by design, 
but because the pace was moderate and 
there was no eagerness to challenge him. 

The third quarter was run in a steady 
:2415. and now Arcaro had Venetian Way 
digging for the lead. Disperse and Tooth 
and Nail. still were nearby and running 
as a team. 

As the field approached the far turn, 
having done the fourth quarter in :25°;. 
Hartack decided it was time to make his 
move. Venetian Way was in front by a 
length. Tompion was in no mood for run- 
ning. and Tooth and Nail was beginning to 
falter. At the top of the stretch, after 114 
miles in 2:03°5 (a fifth quarter in :26). 
the question was whether Venetian Way, 
still in front by a half-length, could meet 
the challenge from the fast-closing * Celtic 
Ash. now in full flight well out in the 
track. 

A moment later *Celtic Ash was in 
front. He won by 515 lengths. with a last 
quarter in :26 and a final clocking of 
2:2985. 3 seconds slower than *Gallant 
Man’s track record. set in the 1957 Bel- 
mont Stakes. 

Venetian Way and Disperse finished 
three-quarters of a length apart in second 
and third place. and behind them were 
Tompion. John William, Nagea. and Tooth 
and Nail. 

Hartack had followed orders to the let- 
ter. Barry had told him to stay about 10 
lengths off the pace to the half-mile-pole, 
then to let him run. 

“As the race progressed, I noticed that 
no rider had as good a hold on his horse 
as I had on “Celtic Ash.” Hartack said. 
“When he took off. he had plenty left.” In 
a rare display of good feeling. he planted 
a kiss on the winner’s muzzle. 

*Celtic Ash had won conclusively. but 
Bally Ache’s absence. unfortunately, 
would throw some doubt on the winner’s 
claim to the championship. It had been 
the same story 2 years ago with *Cavan. 
which took the Belmont Stakes in which 
Tim Tam suffered an irreparable injury. 

“We would have won this race.” Bob 
Ussery. Bally Ache’s regular rider. said 
as he left his seat high in the stands. 
“There wasn‘t much pace in there today. 
and he’d never have got by me.” 

The Belmont trophy was accepted for 
O'Connell by Joseph H. Murphy. friend of 
the owner and president of the New York 
State Commission of Taxation. and Mur- 
phy’s introduction to the public as a tax 
official was greeted by a small chorus of 
boos. O'Connell. a retired Boston banker 
who bought his first horses about 10 
years ago. was in a Boston hospital. 
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OE ld Celtic Ash was shuffled back at the start of the Belmont Stakes.

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THE BELMONT WINNER'S ANCESTRY 


By J. A. Estes 


The ancestral sources of *Celtic Ash’s 
ability to win a classic at 144 miles were 
apparent at a glance. Although he was 
foaled in England and raised in Ireland. 
his pedigree is made up predominantly of 
classic stock from France, where the Bel- 
mont Stakes distance is the standard of 
excellence. Only the tail-female exten- 
sion is thoroughly British. and it has all 
the strength that characterizes the remain- 
der of the pedigree. 

A peculiarity of the ancestral chart is 
the frequent appearance of representatives 
of the male line of Galopin, through Rose 
Prince. Rabelais (sire of Rialto and 
Shocking). Alcantara II. and Vatout. This 
once-dominant line has had a strong re- 
surgence in recent years, but only rarely 
are so many of its strongest elements 
brought together. Sicambre, the sire. is 
perhaps the only top-class runner of recent 
representing 5 successive genera- 
tions of Galopin-on-Galopin matings. 

The immediate ancestry is an almost 
solid picture of racing class. Jean Stern’s 


Sicambre. foaled in 1948. was the unques- 
tioned champion of his generation in 
France. His only defeat in 9 starts at 2 
and 3 was in the Prix Morny, in which 
he was second. beaten half a length by 
Sanguine. In his last start at 2 he defeated 
Pharsale. *Cortil, and others in the 1.600- 
meter Grand Criterium. His 5 victories at 
3 were in the Prix de Guiche, Prix Gref- 
fulhe. Prix Hocquart, Prix du Jockey 
Club (Derby). and Grand Prix de Paris. 
ranging in distance from 2.000 to 3.000 
meters. His first classic winner was Sicar- 
elle. winner of the Oaks at Epsom in 1956. 
The earnings index of his progeny in 
France stood at 2.13 at the end of 1959. 

Ash Plant. the dam. won the Pretty 
Polly Stakes. one of the leading hallmarks 
of class for fillies in Ireland. Her sire. 
the gray Nepenthe. one of the best war- 
time runners in France. was by the excel- 
lent English runner Plassy out of the 
Poule d’Essai winner Frisky. 

The second and third dams. Amboyna 
and Aurora. were high-class race mares. 
though their racing indexes fail to reveal 
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the fact. British statistics being limited 
to first money. Amboyna was second or 
third in 9 of her 11 races. She was second 
in the Leicestershire Oaks, Yorkshire 
Oaks. Park Hill Stakes. Princess Royal 
Stakes. and 3 other races and third in the 
Knowsley Stakes and Coronation Stakes. 
Aurora was second in the Cheveley Park, 
Richmond. and Fulbourne Stakes at 2, 
and second to *Galatea Il in the One 
Thousand Guineas. 

(In the upper half of the pedigree, 
Suavita had a rather similar history. The 
second dam of Sicambre failed to win a 
race. but at 2 she was second in the Poule 
des Deux Ans and second to the noted 
Pearl Cap in the Prix Robert Papin.) 

Amboyna is dam of the French Derby 
second Antares, and Aurora disting- 
uished as the dam of Alycidon, Borealis, 
Acropolis, and others. 

The verbal scuffling as to whether the 
Belmont Stakes winner is Irish, British. or 
French appears unnecessary; there is 
enough distinction to be shared over a 
broad area.

Scores in the Argonaut 


Los AnceLes. At the 1958 Del Mar 
yearling sales Chase R. McCoy made one 
bid of $10.000 for a bay colt by *Indian 
Hemp—Miss Larksfly. and the yearling 
was knocked down to him. 

Known as T. V. Lark. the son of *In- 
dian Hemp raised his total earnings to 
$249.252 by coming from behind to win 
the Argonaut Stakes at Hollywood Park. 
going away. by almost 2 lenghts. 

“Bill Molter would have been proud of 
the manner in which this colt had learned 
to handle a route.” said McCoy, who owns 
a hydraulic pipe line dredging business in 
Paramount, Calif. “You know. T. V. Lark 
had a reputation last year of being nothing 
more than a sprinter. Molter deserved 100 
per cent of the credit for changing him 
over into a router. Bill would have been 
proud of him today.” 

After Molter died early in the spring. 
McCoy turned T. V. Lark over to Paul 
K. Parker, because “Molter always de- 
scribed him as the best groom he had ever 
had.” Parker has tried to carry on with 
Molter’s ideas as closely as possible in 
training T. V. Lark. 

The colt’s name has nothing to do with 
television. T. V. is for Mrs. T. V. Lueas. 
the wife of Dr. W. D. Lucas, breeder of 
the colt. Lark comes from the name of 
the colt’s dam. Miss Larksfly. 

It is a sad commentary on the quality 
of our 3 year-olds in the West this season. 
but one of the 1-2 horses in the Argonaut 


was last in the Preakness. and the other 
was last in the Kentucky Derby (Henri- 
jan). McCoy declared that T. V. Lark 
simply could not handle the track at 
Pimlico. which was cuppy on Preakness 
day. and Henrijan. as almost everyone 
knows, was sick at Churchill Downs. 

Back in fine fettle now, Henrijan ran 
a first-class race in the Argonaut. He had 
the speed to go to the front whenever 
jockey Angel Valenzuela asked, but while 
New Policy and First Balcony raced head- 
and-head around the first turn and down 
the backstretch. T. V. Lark was far back 
in seventh place. 

Leaving the backstretch. Henrijan began 
moving up on the outside of the leaders. 
Mid-way around the far turn, he caught 
them and gradually began to pull away. 
At the top of the home stretch. Henrijan 
was half a length on top and apparently 
headed for victory. 

Then he made a fatal mistake: he start- 
ed to loaf. Bill Harmatz spied an opening 
along the rail, and drove through it with 
T. V. Lark. T. V. Lark caught Henrijan 
in mid-stretch, pulled away to win by 434 
lengths in 1:41445 for 1,'; miles. New 
Policy was third. with J. Kel Houssels’ 
Have Tux. a 22-1 shot. fourth. The track, 
as is Hollywood Park’s custom on Sat- 
urdays. was several lengths faster than it 
normally is during the week. 

Jacnot Stable’s Natego. a 3-1 second 
choice, never displayed the stretch charge 


that brought him within a neck of winning 
the recent Will Rogers Stakes. He finished 
seventh in the field of 10. Top Caliber. a 
2.20-1 favorite off a couple of easy vic- 
tories over softer competition, was eighth. 
In the best supporting race of the day, 
the one-mile $15,000 Pioneer Handicap, 
C. V. Whitney’s Dotted Swiss strengthened 
his claim as the dark horse of the coming 
Gold Cup. It was his second straight vie- 
tory. and the chestnut son of Counterpoint 
is improving rapidly. He has won with 
122 pounds and 120, and he is in the Gold 
Cup with 107, an impost that could enable 
him to whip any horse in the West. In the 
Pioneer, Dotted Swiss was trying to run 
down the backstretch, and almost pulled 
jockey Eddie Burns out of the saddle. 
Burns hung on for dear life and managed 
to rate the horse. When he finally turned 
Dotted Swiss loose, the horse easily drew 

away.

dismayed when he finished fourth. It 
mattered not that he was only a_ nose. 
half a length. and a head back of Kerr 
Stables’ victorious Top Charger (110) 
while finishing 7 lengths in front of the 
fifth-place horse. 

Top Charger’s stablemate Demobilize 
ran the first quarter in :22 and the half- 
mile in :4485 to set the pace. but at this 
point less than 3 lengths separated De- 
mobilize (109) from the — last-place 
Lurullah (109). 

Around the final bend, William S. Mil- 
ler’s 6-year-old Better Bee (114). which 
had won the Citation 2 years ago. forged 
to a narrow lead. Less than a furlong 
later. Top Charger. ridden for the first 
time by Evan Anyon. held a_half-length 
margin. On-and-On went slightly wide 
on the stretch turn, and Jockey Steve 
Brooks beat a left-hand tattoo all down 
the stretch. 

“When we got to the lead. he started 
to loaf.” Anyon said of Top Charger. 
“and | wasn’t too sure we'd won it.” Bet- 
ter Bee rallied but was still a nose shy 
at the wire. with Little Tytus (114) a 
good third. Then came On-and-On. Mail 
Order (115), Lurullah. and Demobilize. 

Top Charger was timed in 1:3425. A 
year ago the Kerr’s Round Table had been 
clocked in 1:3325. one-fifth second slower 
than the world record. while under 130 
pounds. 

By “Royal Charger out of Popularity 
(half-sister to Jet) Action). Top  Char- 
ger was acquired as a 2-year-old from 
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Louis B. Maver dispersal sale. The price: 
$65.000. 

“He never raced at 2.” trainer Jack 
Williams said after the Citation. “Dif- 
ferent things wrong with him. Then I 
got him ready and Bill (Molter) brought 
him out here last spring.” Top Charger 
races. but the 
Citation was his first stakes triumph. 

“He went a little bad in his left ankle 
late last summer.” Williams continued. 
“so we fired him.” Top Charger was 
moderately successful at Santa Anita 
Park this past winter. running third to 
Restless Wind in the 1,';-mile San Ber- 
nardino Handicap and taking a 6-furlong 
overnight turf handicap. his best races. 
In his first race at Washington Park. on 
June |. he lost a narrow decision to 
Bolero U. in a 6-furlong race. 

“He was a little short that day.” Wil- 
liams said. “I broke this horse for Mayer. 
and I also broke Royal Orbit for him. 

“lve got him in just about everything 
out here.” said Williams. whose ruddy 
looks belie his 61 years. 45 of them in 
racing. “The Grassland is next for him. 
This horse is really good on grass. 


won several allowance 


“Don't know who's going to ride him. 
Had (L. C.) Cook up the other day. then 
he had to go to Detroit. so I had this kid 
(Anyon) up today. It’s going to be a 
hell of a mixup.” 

Trainer Jimmy Jones of Calumet. just 
back with Mrs. Jones from a 10-day jaunt 
to England and France. had been reason- 
ably confident of On-and-On. “He was 


pretty good down in Florida. and he’s 
come up to the race good.” 

What about this European trip? 

“T saw the Derby and the Oaks. and 
a real good filly (Never Too Late) won 
that. and I saw a filly stakes in Paris, 
but they looked like second-raters in that 
particular race. 

“Some of those tracks they run over 
in England . . . .” he shook his head. 
“What the people in England need is 
one thing. They need a mutuel law to get 
some money to work with. Don’t see how 
a horseman can stay in racing with the 
purse money they have to run for.”

Rick Rooked 


OceANport. “What good’s a Cadillac if 
the traffic is too heavy to use all that 
horsepower?” 

Trainer Joe Carroll shook his head and 
shrugged as he reflected on Rick City’s 
disappointing performance as an odds-on 
favorite in the Oceanport Handicap. on 
opening day at Monmouth Park. 

The luck of the draw had put Rick City 
on the rail. Brookfield Farm’s [tobe in the 
No. 2 post and Colin MacLeod’s Besomer 
next. Itobe, a veteran pace-maker which 
won the 1959 Oceanport. was just where 
trainer Eddie Kelly wanted him. but Mac- 
Leod and Carroll winced their 
charges. both long-striding stretch run- 
ners. also drew inside posts in the field 
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Hedley Woodhouse, on Besomer. had 
better luck than Bobby Stevenson, on Rick 
City. Woodhouse had room on the inside 
most of the way. and when Bill Hartack 
and Itobe left a dime-size slot at the head 
of the stretch, Besomer drove through on 
the rail and won by a neck. 

“There’s no doubt in my mind that Rick 
City was the best horse on the race track.” 
Carroll continued. “But when Bobby got 
shuffled back in the early part. he got 
over-anxious and went for every hole he 
could find. Half of them were closed by 
the time he got there. When he finally got 
through in the stretch and was running 
free for the first time, he really rolled, but 
then it was too Jate.” 


Rick City wound up fourth, beaten 1%4 
lengths, but the stewards disqualified him 
for making his own hole in the stretch 
run and placed him last. 

MacLeod was in no way surprised by 
Besomer’s victory. 

“This has always been a good horse. Go 
back to his 3-year-old season, and you'll 
see where he beat Decathlon in the Gov- 
ernor’s Gold Cup at Bowie. And he ran 
second in a mile race to Swoon’s Son. 

“How do I account for his suddenly 
coming back to his top form at the age of 
7? I don’t think I have to account for it. 
He’s always been a good horse.” 

A 44-year-old native of Upperville, Va., 
and a five-year veteran Navy pilot, Mac- 
Leod bred and raised both Besomer and 
the dam, Little Martha. 

“Another thing.” MacLeod added. 
“Woodhouse knows Besomer better than 
I do. He’s ridden him ever since he was a 
2-year-old. In all the time Woodhouse 
has ridden him. I’ve never given him in- 
structions.” 

Both Carroll and MacLeod said they 
would point next for the Toboggan Handi- 
cap in New York or the Rumson Handi- 
cap at Monmouth, which are four days 
apart. Carroll added that he might try to 
stretch Rick City out later in the year. 

“Despite his winning 3 sprint stakes 
last year,” Carroll said, “I think he'll go 
a distance, because he isn’t a sprinter by 
style despite his success at it. With that 
long stride, he ought to be able to come 
from behind even better in longer races. 
He rates well, and I’m convinced he can 
be good at a mile or 9 furlongs. 

“To tell the truth, I'd be starting to 
stretch him out now if it weren't for the 
short stretches he’s run on so far at Gar- 
den State and Monmouth. Maybe when we 
get to Atlantic City, with its longer stretch. 
I can really begin to work with him. 

“Another thing, this is the best horse 
I’ve ever had, and those distance stakes 
are the ones that carry the money. Right 
now. 7 furlongs is his best distance, but 
there don’t seem to be many 7-furlong 
stakes. Everything is three-quarters.” 

Up from the claiming ranks, Rick City 
won 3 stakes in the latter half of the 1959 
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season and no one would have been sur- 
prised had he won the season-end polls 
as the best sprinter in the country. In- 
stead. the vote went to Brookfield Farm’s 
Intentionally. which had equalled the 
world record for one mile. 

“Yes. it did seem sort of odd to me that 
Rick City didn’t get more consideration.” 
Carroll said. “But I think they vote on 
those things too early. He won his last 
stake, the Princeton, probably after the 
ballots went out. 


“One thing I’m sure of, though. We 
might have had bad luck today, but next 
time we'll beat those same horses that 
beat us today.” NeaAL EskripGe 


STUD NEWS 


*Alibhai Dies at Spendthrift 


The most successful unraced stallion in 
the history of the Thoroughbred breed was 
*Alibhai, which died of a ruptured in- 
testine about 4:30 a. m. on June 9 at Leslie 
Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. 
where he had stood since he was syndi- 
cated for half a million dollars in 1948. 

Daniel B. Midkiff, of Lexington, who 
was associated with the Louis B. Mayer 
stable for several years, still calls *Alibhai 
“the fastest horse I ever saw.” The hand- 
some chestnut colt broke down without 
ever having appeared before the starter, 
but his merit was evidenced by an excep- 
tional stud career, and at the autopsy last 
week the 22-year-old stallion’s heart was 
found to weigh 13 pounds and 2 ounces. 
The very few Thoroughbred hearts report- 
ed to have had greater size included those 
of Eclipse (14 pounds) and *Phar Lap 
(131% pounds). The normal range for the 
heart of the race horse is from 8 to 10 
pounds. 

The son of Hyperion and the top-class 
race mare Teresina was bred in 1938 hy 
the late Aga Khan, who sold him as a 
yearling at Newmarket. Laudy Lawrence, 
acting for the late Louis B. Mayer, bought 
him for 3.200 guineas. After his break- 
down. he went to the stud as a 3-year-old 
in 1941. In the first crop he got the stakes 
winner War Allies, and in the larger sec- 
ond crop, foals of 1943, were Cover Up. 
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Style Prince. The Dude, Good Excuse, 
Why Alibi, and Artillery. 

In 1948 Leslie Combs II organized a 
syndicate which bought *Alibhai for 
$500.000 and moved him from California 
to Kentucky. where he had his greatest 
success. Through 1959 his get had earned 
a total of $9.956,794 for a lifetime earn- 
ings index of 4.08. 

*Alibhai was the sire of 44 stakes win- 
ners. including the $100,000 winners 
Bardstown. Determine, On Trust, Traffic 
Judge. Your Host. Solidarity, Alidon, 
Honeys Alibi. Bornastar, Hasseyampa, 
Trusting, Cover Up, Chevation, Sharps- 
burg. Special Touch, Oligarchy, Flower 
Bowl. Gold Capitol. My Chief. War Allies. 
The Dude. Alibhai Lynn, and Vagabond 
King. This year he was represented by 
Oligarchy. which won the Appleton Handi- 
cap. and Moslem Chief. winner of the 
Everglades Stakes.

Timandra's French Oaks 


Paris. The Prix de Diane was run at 
Chantilly on Sunday. June 5, just 2 days 
after its English equivalent. the Oaks. 
was contested at Epsom. The fact that 
Never Too Late. Paimpont. and Imberline, 
all trained in France. got the first 3 
places at Epsom was enough to emphasize 
the importance of the French Oaks, dis- 
puted by 19 fillies over a distance of 
2.100 meters. or about 1,°; miles. 

Baron Guy de Rothschild. whose Im- 
berline was third in the English Oaks. 
sent out Timandra and Marelle for the 
classic at Chantilly, and the entry was 
favorite at 9 to 10. Timandra (*Court 
Martial—Brief Candle. by Brantome) was 
unbeaten in 3 previous races, having won 
the Prix Penelope and Poule d’Essai des 
Pouliches in her last 2 starts. Marella 
(Alizier—Omphale. by Brantome). win- 
ner of the Criterium de St. Cloud and 
another race in 5 starts last year, had 
been unplaced in the Prix Greffulhe be- 
fore her easy victory in the Prix Cleo- 
patre. 2,100 meters, at St. Cloud on May 
21. 

When the 50-to-l Notch (Sica Boy— 
Plante Verte. by Astrophel) took the 
lead from Poword in the straight. an 
upset appeared to be imminent. But Tim- 
andra came in a sustained run to defeat 
the longshot by half a length. Third, a 
length and a half farther back. was Noves 
(Vandale—Novice. by Premier Baiser), 
winner of her last start at 2 and her first 
at 3. Poword. La Mascotte, and Bar- 
baresque were next across the line. and 
Marella was next to last.

Medication Committee 


Members Attack the Principle of the 48-Hour Rule, 
Decide Against the Use of Analgesics, and Favor 
Giving Stewards More Discretionary Powers; a New 
Research Program Proposed by Chemistry Fund

New York. [nto the thickly carpejed.

spokesman for the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association: Edmund P. 
Coffey, vice president of the Thorough- 
bred Racing Protective Bureau; Henry 
S. Clark. of the American Trainers As- 
sociation: Walter Donovan, executive vice 
president and general manager of Garden 
State Park and president of the Racing 
Chemistry Research Fund; Keene Dainger- 
field. of the Society of North American 
Racing Officials; Dr. David) Crisman. 
president of the Association of Official 
Racing Chemists; and Len Tracy, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Association 
of Thoroughbred Breeders. Dr. Charles 
Hagyard. Lexington veterinarian and 
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breeder, was the only absentee. Rex Ells- 
worth, California owner and breeder. sat 
in on the session. though not as an official 
member of the committee. 

The language of president Poxson’s 
charge to the committee indicated that he 
expected philosophical as well as a 
practical reappraisal of the rules concern- 
ing medication. A dissatisfaction of long 
standing had become acute recent 
months, due chiefly to the publicity given 
a commercial product called Butazolidin. 
But Butazolidin, though it had triggered 
the investigation, was only part of a much 
broader field of inquiry. Racing commis- 
sioners were beginning to doubt the wis- 
dom of holding trainers liable to punish- 
ment every time chemical analysis in- 
dicated that a horse had received medica- 
tion. 

Behind the reluctance to sanction pre- 
race medication, of course. was the spectre 
of The Public, which had to be protected 
at all cost. Suddenly important was the 
unanswerable question of whether Butazo- 
lidin has been given to Venetian Way in 
Kentucky, where its use was legal. and 
not in) Maryland. where it was _ illegal. 
(Woodcock had it on the “best authority” 
that Butazolidin had not been given to 
the horse in Kentucky.) 

To further complicate the picture. the 
racing chemists had developed a test for 
Butazolidin. The test. although it was 
attacked as unreliable at the recent Frank 
Cundall hearing in New York (The Blood- 
Horse of April 23. page 806). posed a 
threat to any trainer using the drug on a 
racing animal. or even unknowingly per- 
mitting its use. On the other hand. the 
use of the drug had become so wide- 
spread, and feelings about it were so 
mixed, that in some states the rule against 
Butazolidin was paid little more than lip 
service. It wasn’t even being tested for. 
Veterinarians were on record for But- 
azolidin; racing chemists were opposed. 


Against this background, the committee 
was called to order shortly after 10 
o'clock on the morning of June 10. For 
nearly 5 hours, discounting time for 
lunch at the Waldorf Astoria, the mem- 
bers pirouetted around the problem, gett- 
ing nowhere, except to decide that the 
48-hour rule was nonsense. In late after- 
noon, with time running out, they sud- 
denly decided to follow the general line 
on medication recommended by the Amer- 
ican Association of Equine Prectitioners. 
Agreement was reached in 30 minutes. 

Chairman Curry suggested that another 
meeting of the committee be held in the 
same office on Thursday afternoon. June 
23. in order to draft the rule. and the 
session was adjourned. 

The committee proposed to define the 
broad area in which medication was pro- 
hibited and to give stewards discretionary 
powers in deciding between deliberate 
violations and infractions under extenuat- 
ing circumstances. (It was pointed out. for 
example. that a horse might be found 
to have a little temperature and prehaps 
some minor congestion. calling for an 
injection of penicillin. The small quantity 
of procaine in the penicillin base might 
show up in a urinalysis. ) 

The 3 salient paragraphs in the practi- 
tioners’ original recommendations said: 

No horse to which has been ad- 
ministered any forbidden narcotic. stimu- 
lant. depressant. or local anaesthetic shall 
be eligible to start. 

2. No internal medication may be ad- 
ministered to a horse the day of its race 
without specific written permission from 
the state or official veterinarian after 
consultation with the stewards. 

3. Any incident or positive laboratory 
analysis shall be fully and completely in- 
vestigated by the stewards and/or polic- 
ing agencies of the track. Public dis- 
closure and/or disciplinary action. at the 
discretion of the stewards. shall be taken 
only after investigation establishes viola- 
tion of this rule. 

It was suggested that the word analgesic 
he added to the prohibitions in the first 
paragraph, making the list read narcotic, 
stimulant, depressant, analgesic, or local 
anaesthetic, and Dr. Woodcock. although 
his organization had defended analgesics 
(principally in the form of Butazolidin). 
readily agreed to the addition. (Asked 
after the meeting why he had so quickly 
changed position, he explained that  vet- 
erinarians were principally interested in 
the clarity of the rule and in uniformity 
throughout the racing states.) 

The committeemen themselves raised the 
most serious doubt as to the practicality 
(not the wisdom) of the proposal when 
they wondered aloud whether the majori- 
ty of state racing commissions would 
give stwards such broad discretionary 
powers as provided in Paragraph 3. There 
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in the pedigrees of these

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was some concern that the experience 
and judgment of some men in the ste- 
wards’ stand might not be broad enough 
to adminster the rule effectively, but it 
was decided that in most instances the 
weight of public opinion and the rac- 
ing press would be sufficient safeguards. 

Donovan said privately after the meet- 
ing that. in his opinion, it did not much 
matter whether the commissioners ac- 
cepted Paragraph 3; the important thing 
was that the committee had gone on 
record in reaffirming its confidence “in 
the only tools we have at our disposal— 
the saliva and urine tests.” For a broader 
approach to the problem, he had hopes 
that the Racing Chemistry Research Fund 
would set up at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania a continuing study of medications 
and their effects on the race horses. 
When a questionable drug came into use. 
stewards or any official body could 
recommend to the board of the Racing 
Chemistry Research Fund that a study be 
undertaken to, determine the proper use 
of the drug. and if the board agreed. the 
question then could be put to the Pennsyl- 
vania_ laboratories. 

Curry had said at the outset that a 
recent meeting of the California Horse 
Racing Board, which approached the sub- 
ject on a regional level (The Blood-Horse 
of May 28. page 1010). had been a good 
“dry run.’ and had pointed out “how 
different the philosophies are among 
those interested in this problem.” He 
wished to give everyone the right to be 
heard in frank and open discussion. 

Cassidy opened with a condemnation of 
the 48-hour rule in use in 16 states. He 
said such a rule was unenforceable—a 
veterinarian could administer a drug 50 
hours before a race. and a trainer could 
surreptitiously give it again 12 hours be- 
fore a race—and that it encouraged a 
guilty party to use the rule as a defense. 

Satz said the rule was designed to en- 
courage a veterinarian or trainer to report 
the use of drugs. and Bruno said that, al- 
though the rule was awkward and posed 
its own problems, it was basically a “medi- 
cation rule.” not a rule for depressants or 
stimulants. 

There was general agreement that the 
18-hour rule served no useful purpose, and 
it was suggested that the committee go 
on record against it. A vote was called for, 
and, with Curry abstaining, the committee 
went 10 to 2 against the rule. Coffey and 
Crisman were the minority. 

When the committee reconvened after 
lunch, Bruno asked that his vote not be 
counted. That made it 9 to 2 against the 
rule. But the subject was not closed. Curry 
still doubted that he could convince the 
commissioners that a regulation favored by 
most of them was worthless. 

The committee then decided that the 48- 
hour rule would be harmless enough if it 
was amended :in some form which would 
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make clear that its provisions did not pro- 
vide a defense when a prohibited drug was 
discovered. Since this semed to be a com- 
fortable position, no more was said of the 
48-hour rule, but presumably it would be 
taken care of when the committee gathered 
again on June 23. 

The broader question of medication was 
not so easily disposed of. Several ap- 
proaches to the problem were made—the 
veterinarian’s responsibility to the horse 
and its owner, the sport’s responsibility to 
The Public, what constituted ethical and 
unethical medication—but the committee 
did not stay with any one of these issues 
long enough to say, “This we believe.” 

Manfuso suggested that a medication 
rule have 2 basic purposes: the discour- 
agement of stimulation or depression and 
the encouragement of consistent perform- 
ance. He would make the penalty for 
administering illegal drugs more severe. 
but he would not condemn out of hand 
the use of other medications which kept a 
horse in racing condition. 

Someone, unidentifiable from the peri- 
phery of the circle, suggested that an 
unsound horse had no business on the race 
track. The remark provoked a_ rather 
lengthy rebuttal from Woodcock. who said 
the distinction should be between sound 
and racing-sound horses. “As long as you 
say you only want sound horses, there is 
no need for a veterinarian.” he said. It 
was his feeling that medication rules, as 
they now stood, were an “infringement” 
on the veterinarian’s practice of medicine, 
and he wished that someone would dis- 
tinguish between administering an anal- 
gesic and low-nerving, icing, etc., either of 
which affects a horse’s performance. 

When no one volunteered an answer to 
this question. Donovan suggested that the 
committee was “going too far afield,” that 
it ought to agree to work “with the tools 
at hand—our saliva and urine tests.” 

“Everything that has been said here 
today has been repetitious,” said Perlman. 
“What's the purpose of this meeting. Are 
we to make recommendations?” 

It was his recommendation that the 
committee have a subcommittee of vet- 


erinary scientists who could keep a con- 
tinuing list of medications, designating 
those which could be used and those which 
shouldn’t. and this suggestion, too, died 
for want of support. 


Still trying to work his way around the 
table. Curry called on Beard for a state- 
ment, and the Grayson executive, suggest- 
ing that no intelligent decision could be 
made without facts to support them, rec- 
ommended a twofold program: a commit- 
tee of veterinarians and pharmacologists 
charged with keeping abreast of the avail- 
able drugs and with reporting to author- 
ities those which could be used and those 
which should not be, and a plan of re- 
search to determine what controversial 
drugs actually do to the horse. He already 
had spoken informally to the University 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio State University, 
and the University of California, and any 
one of these schools had the facilities and 
the staff with which to carry on such re- 
search. But the costs would be great, and 
progress would be slow, especially in a 
college testing program. 

Beard’s program found favor with Don- 
ovan, who had been thinking along the 
same lines, and he insisted again that the 
committee not “go afield” in trying to 
legislate too exactly in the area of medica- 
tion. The best thing the committee could 
do at the present time was to “bolster the 
defenses,” which meant getting behind 
the chemists and staying there. 

Crisman was asked for an estimate of 
how many drugs laboratories now were 
testing for, and he said about 100. But 
not all laboratories were using the same 
testing techniques, and his organization 
was trying to accomplish uniformity in 
this field, too. 

Beard suggested that the committee go 
on record as recommending uniformity in 
laboratory testing, uniformity in rules, and 
uniformity in rule interpretation, but it 
was late in the afternoon and Donovan 
again suggested that the need was for a 
“simple rule” defining the general areas of 
medication which should be prohibited. 
This time he was seconded by Woodcock 
and Manfuso. Coffey threw in his endorse- 
ment, and a merciful ending was in sight. 
Coffey said it was the TRPB’s position 
that a medication rule should be specific 
in its prohibitions against stimulants, de- 
pressives, narcotics, and any other drug 
which could be classified as an “expedi- 
ent” measure with which to bring a horse 
up to a particular race; that more reliance 
should be placed on field investigation at 
the local level in determining whether a 
rule had been fractured. 

Since this seemed to fit the rule sug- 
gested by the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners, someone asked if 
the committee couldn’t settle on that one. 
Someone else asked if Woodcock would 
object to the addition of analgesic in Par- 
agraph 1, and he readily agreed.

JET’S DATE MR. BUSHER “TEMPEST II WAR JEEP WHAT’S AHEAD 
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Successful Sires 


Two freshman sires. represented by their 
first 2-year-old runners. had spectacular 
successes in 1959. The Kentucky Derby 
winner Determine got a champion in War- 
fare. The sprinting specialist *Ballydam 
got Bally Ache. which appears likely to 
hold to the championship vacated by War- 
fare until he gets more effective compe- 
tition than he has had in the first 5 months 
of the year. 

*Ballydam’s 8 starters in 1959 earned 
a total of $340.552. or 13.18 times the 
average expectation of $3.23] per runner. 
Bally Ache earned $303.477 of the total; 
the other 7 runners earned $37,075, or 
1.64 times the $22.617 that would have 
been allotted to them if all the money 
distributed in stakes and purses had been 
distributed equally among the 28.623 
horses which got to the post at least once 
in 1959, 

Including Bally Ache. *Ballydam was 
represented by 10 registered 2-year-olds, 
8 starters. 7 winners, 3 stakes winners. 2 
others placed in stakes. There were 19 
wins in 73 starts (26 per cent). and the 
earnings per start were $4,665: with Bally 
Ache omitted from the record. the earn- 
ings per start were $650. 


Determine’s 10 starters earned $413.165. 
or 12.79 times the $32,310 that would have 
been allotted to them on the basis of the 
1959 average per starter. Warfare earned 
$394.610 of the total; the other 9 run- 
ners earned $18.555, or .64 times average 
expectation per starter. Determine was 
represented by 16 registered 2-year-olds, 
10 starters (7 of them fillies). 6 winners 

Aside from Warfare. the most successful 
was Edie Belle. which won a_ $10,000 
claiming race and earned a total of 
$5.775 during the year. There were 14 
wins in 92 starts (15 per cent). and the 
earnings per start were $4.490; with War- 
fare omitted. the earnings per start were 
$244. 

Here. in brief, are the first-year records 
of 2 young stallions. one fashionably bred 
and of the highest class as a race horse. 
the other with a pedigree which furnished 
no more promise than his racing career 
as a fair-class 5- and 6-furlong specialist. 

Pertinence of Predictive Evidence 


The predictive value of such limited rec- 
ords is uncertain. but it is enough to estab- 
lish the first clues to the genotypes. or 
hereditary potential, of the 2 horses. On 
the basis of performance (or phenotype) 


and pedigree. Determine remains the bet- 
ter prospect; on the basis of the limited 
evidence from their first progeny on the 
race course. *Ballydam—like his 
known son—is off in front.

As more evidence on genotype becomes 
available. phenotype and pedigree become 
less and less important. until finally they 
lose nearly all significance in appraisal of 
the individual progenitor; that is, when a 
sire can be judged by his progeny, then 
his performance and his ancestry are only 
incidental considerations. 

It was largely the necessity for making 
early and continuing appraisals of stal- 
lions on the basis of their offspring that 
mothered the invention of the average- 
earnings index as a uniform measure. As 
of the end of 1959. cumulative indexes for 
stallions represented in North American 
racing were complete for a period of 20 
years. Thus. with a few exceptions. the 
full lifetime records of sires now repre- 
sented in American racing can be sum- 
marized and measured against one another 
with a minimum of distortion from the 
varving opportunity of different years.

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the leading sires of 1959 according to the 
earnings index. the name of *Ballydam 
does not appear at all. since the list is 
limited to sires represented by at least 
10 starters during the year. Determine. 
with the minimum number of runners re- 
quired for inclusion, stands at the top of 
the list. Tom Fool, with 25 starters from 
3 crops. ranks next. his offspring having 
earned 8.46 times the average expectation 
for such a number. 

None of first 6 sires on the list) was 
represented by more than 25 starters in 
1959. Most of these stallions may be com- 
pared with rookies batting .400 in the first 
few games of the season: their rate of 
success is too high to be maintained in- 
definitely. Even in the case of such thor- 
oughly proved stallions as *Nasrullah and 
*Royal Charger, which rank highest 
among sires with larger representation. the 
normal expectation is for some regression 
toward the average of the breed. 

The separate tabulation giving cumula- 
tive. or lifetime records. is limited to stal- 
lions represented by at least 40 year- 
starters. It also excludes sires which had 
no representation among the runners ac- 
tive in 1959. As in the list of leaders for 
the year. it includes numerous sires with 
relatively small representation, such as 
*Turn-to. Intent. and Sunglow. Tom Fool, 


with an index of 11.47 for 38 year-starters. 
is excluded. 

The most impressive record, of course, 
is that of the deceased *Nasrullah. whose 
progeny in North America. including the 
early importations. have earned 6.53 times 
the aggregate expectation of the years in 
which they raced. Such a high coefficient 
of success for a large number of runners is 
probably without precedent any 
country. 

In the U. S.. where his greatest success 
was attained. *Nasrullah must share his 
honors with the best group of mares 
(especially the best group of race mares) 
ever sent to the court of one stallion. but 
the sharing of honors does not diminish 
the measure of his own excellence. 


The almost equally remarkable Bull Lea. 
5 years older than *Nasrullah, had the 
least successful year of his career in 1959. 
when his 34 runners earned 1.65. times 
average expectation. His lowest) annual 
index in previous years was 2.25 in 1956. 
and before that he had never dropped 
below 3.00. If. as some studies have indi- 
cated. the advancing age of a stallion is 
reflected by a decline in the racing ca- 
pacity of his offspring. the record of Bull 
Lea. though still incomplete and not sub- 
ject to final appraisal. appears to be in 
line with the generality. 


From an Invaluable Book 


The data appearing in the tabulations 
were derived from American Race Horses, 
1959, whose final pages are being made 
ready for the bindery. The book is to be 
published shortly by the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association (1410 Ver- 
sailles Road. Lexington, Ky.). at $20 a 
copy. The records of sires and broodmare 
sires. in the most complete and most useful 
format thus far devised, constitute the 
third section of a book which has become 
virtually indispensable for the breeder or 
owner who proposes to be well informed 
concerning the race horse. 

A total of 814 stallions were represented 
by at least 10 starters each in 1959. of 
which 133 had progeny indexes of 1.40 
and up for the year—that is, had runners 
whose earnings were at least 40 per cent 
above average expectation. 

Among the 1.260 stallions represented 
by at least 1] runner in 1959. and by a 
total of at least 40 year-starters. there were 
206 with lifetime progeny indexes upward 
of 2.00. that is with earnings at least twice 
the average expectation. both the 
annual and cumulative lists. the number 
of sires with progeny indexes of 1.40 and 
upward represented 16.3 per cent of the 
total. but only 5.6 per cent of the stallions 
in the cumulative list had indexes above 
2.00.

start of the 1960 season, and won at Belmont

ed. “R. A. Alexander has sold Norfolk 
to Charles Winters for $15,000.” 

Confusion as to the date of sale came 
about because Alexander had nominated 
Norfolk for the Jersey Derby. The results 
chart in the Spirit gave “R. A. Alexander's 
Norfolk” as the winner, although the 
story referred to the fact that the colt had 
been sold to Winters about 3 weeks be- 
fore and said that he was handled by 
Charles Marsh, Winters’ trainer. 

The error entered the record books 
when H. G. Crickmore compiled the 
American Racing Calendars for 1861- 
1865. Crickmore referred. naturally. to 
the tabulation reported in the Spirit. The 
mistake was continued by W. S. Vosburgh 
in Racing in America, when he reported 
that Alexander sold Norfolk after the 
Jersey Derby. 

Vosburgh said only that the sale took 
place after the race. Last week it was 
possible to choose between the night 
before the Jersey Derby (Thoroughbred 
Record). the night after the Jersey Derby 
(The Blood-Horse). and the day after 
the Jersey Derby (Louisville Courier- 
Journal). 

The error on Norfolk’s date of sale was 
not the only mistake made when the first 
Jersey Derby was recalled. Everett Clay's

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story in The Blood-Horse referred to R. 
A. Alexander III, present owner of Bosque 
Bonita Farm in Woodford county and one 
of the owners of Bally Ache. as a great- 
grandson of R. A. Alexander. Earl Ruby. 
in the Courier-Journal, said he was a 
grandson. R. A. Alexander never married. 
R. A. Alexander III is a grandson of A. 
J. Alexander. R. A.’s younger brother. 
(The father of the currently flourishing 
Bob Alexander was Kenneth D. Alex- 
ander. whose best remembered runner 
was Escoba. a Broomstick horse foaled in 
1915.) 

In number of errors. Ruby held a 
slight lead. After he had disposed of Nor- 
folk’s sale and the Alexander family 
relations. he moved on to explain the fol- 
lowing ruling by the executive committee 
of the track of Paterson. as reported in 
the New York Times of June 9. 1864: 

“It appears there has been collusion 
and fraud in relation to the running of 
the colt Norfolk in the Jersey Derby. per- 
petrated by James L. Eoff, with the know- 
ledge or by the collusion of Charles 
Marsh. It is unanimously resolved that 
said James L. Eoff be ruled off this 
track forever; that Charles Marsh be 
censured for his complicity in the af- 
fair. and that the colt Norfolk be not 
allowed to start again on this track until 
further order of the committee.” 

(This story was reproduced by the Daily 


Racing Form on May 31). 

Ruby. who apparently had no other 
sources available. made the reasonable 
assumption that Eoff had leased Norfolk 
from Alexander and had been ruled off 
for shenanigans. Unfortunately, as with 
many reasonable assumptions. the facts 
lay to the contrary. 

Eoff. one of largest gamblers and_ pro- 
moters of the Turf in the 1860°s and 
1870's. had represented himself to various 
gamblers in New York as a representative 
of Winters. He had told stories that Nor- 
folk was eating poorly. that he had been 
injured in shipment from St. Louis. ete. 
These tales were not long in finding their 
way to John (Tiger) Morrissey. one of 
the Turf’s most colorful gamblers. After 
Morrissey had had an opportunity to be 
informed of the yarns. Eoff went to 
Morrissey and said he would like to 
bet on the Jersey Derby. Eoff said he 
would take Norfolk, and Morrissey agreed 
to give him odds of 2-1 on a $2.000 bet. 

When Morrissey arrived at Paterson 
and found Norfolk in perfect condition. 
he became aware he had been duped. 
After Norfolk’s easy victory. he was en- 
raged and took his case to the executive 


committee. several of whom were his 
friends. The ruling against Eoff and 


Norfolk then was handed down. 
There were those who _ insisted that 
the ruling had been prompted by the fact 


that Norfolk thus was made ineligible for 
the 2-mile Sequel Stakes, which followed 
the Jersey Derby by 2 days. Kentucky 
won the Sequel in Norfolk’s absence. 

The controversy over Eoff and Norfolk 
raged in the columns of the Spirit for 
almost a year after the incident. John N, 
Cassidy. one of the leading Turf writers 
of the day. said in March, 1865: 

“IT have heard this matter very greatly 
discussed, and I have never heard but 
one opinion in regard to it from any 
men who did not have ‘an axe to grind’ 
in the matter; and that general opinion 
was that the Executive Committee at 
Paterson had acted hastily in the mat- 
ter—that there was nothing in the facts 
of the case as presented, or in the well- 
established usages of the Turf. or in 
precedent. to excuse, much less sanction 
or justify. such an arbitrary proceeding 
in the case . . . . Eoff’s case is the only 
one on record where either man or horse 
has been ruled off for starting and run- 
ning to win.” 

Although Norfolk never again 
tested against the best runners in_ the 
East. he proved that he was just as good 
as the Jersey Derby had indicated. In 
1865. as a 4-year-old, he beat Lodi 3 times 
in 2-mile races in California, and he was 
retired to stud as one of the few unde- 
feated champions of the American Turf.
